Number immunized against smallpox 


The number children who were immunized 
against both diphtheria and whooping and vac- 
cinated against smallpox was 125. Thus, percent 
the children surveyed had some type immunization, 
but only pereent were completely immunized against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and smallpox.

Although about percent the 
babies studied had such well-baby visits during the first 
year life, only about percent these percent 
all children surveyed) had immunizations completed 
against diphtheria, whooping cough and smallpox dur- 
ing this period. 

the 332 children surveyed, were taken the 
physician during the first year because illness. Twelve 
these were seen more than six time because illness. 


Conclusions 


Because the survey team reached almost every home 
the area, and because the large membership and 
interest the Gustine Community Club, the entire com- 
munity became aware and interested child health 
problems—particularly immunizations. This, together 
with the educational program pointing out the advis- 
ability early immunization and medical supervision, 
resulted much greater demand the local physi- 
cians for such services. Also following this, immuniza- 
tion were conducted the health department 
with large preschoo! attendance. The local physicians 
expressed interest and desire participate well- 
baby conferences and one was immediately organized 
and conducted local doctor. Through the personal 
house-to-house canvass and conversation with the 
mother, the community became much better informed 
accepted well-baby and immunization procedures. 
formal follow-up follow-up individual cases was 
attempted therefore, there definite measure the 
effectiveness the survey. 


The main indications the interest generated were 
(1) The greater demand the local physicians; (2)

Who Plans 


The Top Administrator. Although some planning 
and execution may delegated, the responsibility for 
evaluating the plans cannot delegated. The top ad- 
ministrator makes the decision whether the plan 
should adopted. 

Line Officers. Planning line officers 
thoroughly legitimate and inherent part adminis- 
tration; fact, necessity that some plans 
developed these officials. When line officers plan they 
take advantage their specialized experience, and 
their knowledge the possibilities execution. the 
other hand, when line officers are made responsible for 
broad scale substantial segments the planning 
activity they encounter conflict demands for their 
attention. 

Staff Officers. Most often, planning done in- 
dividuals teams who are staff relationship the 
top administrator. This the most effective way ac- 
complish planning and take advantage the principle 
specialization. The separately organized planning 
unit must well geared into line operations and should 
coordinate all other departmental planning. 

People With Ideas. Planning begins with 
idea, and anyone can have idea. Each additional idea 
alert individual asset the organization. 
The good administrator goes out looking for ideas; 
gets people the organization think how things could 
improved, and never fails give credit for the 
ideas uses. generally desirable that everyone, 
rather than just the ‘‘elite,’’ takes part the planning 
process, 

The System. The organizational 
should produce the facts and pointing 
the need for planning. possible have continu- 
ous planning, execution, control, and replan- 
ning, 


Incorporating Planning Into the Budget 
Define Purpose. necessary define the pur- 
pose any proposal avoid the twin hazards wasted 
time and unreal objectives. Use existing plans and 
facilities, when possible, instead starting from the 
beginning with each new problem. 


Study the Job. Make detailed study the work 
done and identify the principal parts this work, 
and its subdivisions, the relations between these sub- 
divisions, and the types procedures that will re- 
quired. 

Decide the Best Way the Work. Decide what 
type organization will needed, and draw 
proposed organizational chart. Consider all the prob- 
able and possible bottlenecks that could turn up. Part 
the plan set standards which the plan will 
judged. Long before the first vaccination given, the 
administration must settle objectives, standards, and 
limits. Establish system reporting and controlling. 
caution heed that every new program brings 
another problem coordinating the relationships with 
other programs and other organizations. 

Estimate the Volume. Volume affects the structure 
and division work, the amount money, space, time, 
and equipment required, and the types control, 
standards, and other aspects management that are 
needed. From the strictly budgetary point view, the 
estimate volume highly important. The estimate 
should rest largely upon experience, applying the 
new situation. Each estimate volume may require 
somewhat different approach, but the technical people 
doing planning should come with fair estimate. 

Estimate the Staff. Planners will have estimate 
what skills and how many positions each type will 
required. Some technicians start with top personnel 
and work down. Others start the bottom and work up.

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Family Outbreaks Typhus Fever 


Five cases typhus fever, four them one 
family, Orange County during October. 
There presumptive epidemiological evidence that 
kitten fleas were the source infection the family 
referred to, and this fact recalls some other 
epidemics’’ the past few years. 

During 1945, two family outbreaks were investi- 
gated and are special interest with respect source 
infection. The first group cases was the rural 
district Chula Vista San Diego County; the 
second Bell Gardens Los Angeles County. 


Chula Vista Outbreak 


Chula Vista, five members white family 
seven members developed typhus fever during one week 
(August 31—September 1945). sixth member 
the family, age 14, was never ill. The father, age 45, had 
temperature 99.2 degrees September 8th and 
developed rash his trunk and legs. complement 
fixation test blood specimen taken October 22d was 
weakly positive for typhus fever. 

Facts brought forth from investigation this out- 
break included the following significant findings 


(1) The five laboratory proved eases 
typhus fever one family seven during 
the week points common source 
infection highly infected environment.

Dr. Van Slyke, Director the National Heart 
Institute, says that educational materials will issued 
bi-monthly pharmacists for one year. Program aims 
are: (1) Education the pharmacist concerning heart 
disease that he, adviser people who contact him 
before consulting physician, will have better informa- 
tion when inquiries suggest possible heart disease symp- 
toms, and (2) lay health education the subject 
heart disease.
